This will mean approximately 700 
homes will be available to connect but will not be 
allowed to without the construction of this plant. 


A question was put to Atty. Owens: Can money ap- 
propriated several years ago for a much larger capaci- 
ty treatment facility be legally used for this article 
since the plant capacity is much smaller? Atty. Owens 
stated that he sees no problem.

Upon the submission of the completed form and a 
sketch showing the parcel or existing driveway and 
its conformance to the requirements of this section 
and the payment of the twenty dollar ($20.00) fee to 
the Town of Billerica the application will be process- 
ed by the Director within 15 working days of the filing 
date. 


The necessary construction measures to comply 
with the proper location, sight distances, grade and 
drainage requirements will be written on the applica- 
tion for the permit by the Director of Public Works to 
comply with the Town’s requirements. 


Should the proposed or existing driveway not be 
able to meet the requirements as stated herein and 
the permit is subsequently denied by the Director the 
applicant will have one month to reapply for a permit 
for the same parcel of land without the collection of 
a fee. 


No fee will be required of driveways reviewed under 
the subdivision of land or zoning by-laws. No fee will 
be required of a public agency. 


Ill. Driveway Requirements 


The rules and regulations pertaining to driveway 
permits are as follows: 

A. The proposed driveway site will be reviewed by 
the Director of Public Works with the location, 
sight distance, grade and drainage being 
evaluated. 


1. No driveway shall be within 50 feet of the in- 
tersection of two streets. 


2. The required sight distance will be as required 
in the following tables: 


Minimum Sight Distance 


Design Speed (MPH) ZOOM OO er 40 er 45) 9e 50 
Sight Distance (Feet) 250 300 350 400 450 500 


The design speed is the 85th percentile free flow- 
ing speed of the traffic on the street being con- 
nected to plus 0 to 4 MPH rounding up to the next 
whole 5 MPH increment. 


If the 85th percentile free flowing speed of the traf- 
fic or the street being connected to is unknown, 
the Director may estimate the 85th percentile 
speed in 5 MPH increments. The design speed us- 
ed will then be the estimated 85th percentile 
speed plus 5 MPH. 


The sight distance shall be measured from the 
center of the driveway from a point 15 feet from 
the edge of pavement of the road being connected 
to or 15 feet from the edge of the crosswalk (which 
ever if greater) from an eye height of 3.5 to 6.0 feet 
to an object 4.25 feet in height on the outside edge 
of the appropriate lane of the connecting road. 


All objects such as trees, brush, signs, stone 
walls, hills, etc., shall be cleared or cut back from 
the resulting sight distance triangle and kept 
cleared by the owner of the driveway. 


3. All driveways shall be within +8.0% for a 
distance of 25 feet from the edge of the right- 
of-way of the connecting road. 


4. The driveway shall be laid out in accordance 
with the Town’s standard driveways as close to 
an angle of 90 degrees as possible with the 
road to which it is being connected. 


5. If storm runoff is foreseen to be a problem the 
applicant will supply the Director with drainage 
calculations calculated by a Registered Profes- 
sional Civil Engineer showing its control. 


lV. Driveway Construction 


All costs incurred in the design, construction, and 
maintenance of the driveway are the responsibility of 
the property owner or his representative. 
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When construction activities are underway within 
the public way, temporary ROAD CONSTRUCTION 
AHEAD [W20-1 (AHEAD)] (80” x 30”) construction war- 
ning signs will be placed in accordance with the in- 
structions on the permits. 


The Director will stop all construction activity if the 
conditions of the permit are not being met and sus- 
pend the permit. 


The property owner or his representative will be 
responsible for all costs involved due to a halt of con- 
struction order. 


When the construction or alteration of a driveway 
has been satisfactorily completed, the permit will be 
signed by the applicant and Director of Public Works 
with one copy each for the applicant, Director of 
Public Works, Building Commissioner, and Highway 
Division Superintendent. 


The application for a driveway permit will be valid 
for nine (9) months from the date of issue. 


V. Exceptions 


With the approval of the Board of Selectmen, the 
Director of Public Works may waive portions of the 
requirements for a driveway permit if in his/Board of 
Selectmen’s judgment such requirements cannot be 
reasonably met without undue hardships or financial 
burden owing to circumstances relating to the land. 


Curb cuts in a commercial or industrial area must 
be approved by the Board of Selectmen. 


Vl. Enforcement

Finance Committee Sub-Committee member An- 
thony Barbere gave a minority report not in favor of 
this article. 


Mr. McCannon spoke at some length stating he and 
his partner own the apartment complex Known as the 
Garden Apartments and this parcel of land is to be 
used in conjunction with the apartment complex. They 
would build a very large 2% story house, in the style 
of the surrounding neighborhood to use for 
themselves and to operate their real estate manage- 
ment business.

A quorum count was requested by the Moderator, 
William G. Greene, Jr. With one hundred thirty-one 
(131) Town Meeting Members present, the meeting was 
declared in order at 7:41 PM. 


The Moderator announced that our Town Counsel, 
Edward Owens would not be present tonight because 
of illness in the family. In his place, Atty. Joel B. Bard 
of Kopelman and Paige would be serving as substitute 
Town Counsel. 


The Moderator declared a five-minute recess to 
allow Brian Martin of Purity Supreme, a representative 
of the Billerica Plan, to make a presentation. The 
Billerica Plan is not a plan to make Billerica a city, 
it is a non-profit organization to be registered with the 
Secretary of State. It is a partnership of the Town, Town 
Meeting Members, Board of Selectmen and corpora- 
tions and businesses members from the Town form- 
ed to create goals for the community. Money will be 
set aside in the plan to make Billerica a better place 
to live. 


The Moderator declared the meeting back in ses- 
sion at 7:47 PM. 


As Article 6 was to be the next order of business, 
it was moved and seconded that the Town Meeting in 
handling the “pass system” for Article 6 of the war- 
rant (Town Budget) to proceed in the following man- 
ner for all passes:

6. Regulations shall stipulate that if the owner or 
keeper of a dangerous dog is a minor, the 
parent or guardian of that minor shall be 
responsible for compliance with the specifica- 
tions of the ordinance for the care and hous- 
ing of the animal and shall also be liable for all 
injuries and property damage sustained by any 
person or domestic animal caused by an un- 
provoked attack by the dog; 


Insurance Requirements or Bond for Dangerous 
Dog as outlined: The owner or keeper of a dangerous 
dog shall present to the Town Clerk’s Office proof that 
the owner or keeper has procured liability insurance 
in the amount of at least One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000.00) covering the twelve (12) month 
period during which licensing is sought. This policy 
shall be a provision requiring the Town of Billerica to 
be named as an additional insured for the sole pur- 
pose of the Town of Billerica to be notified by the in- 
Surance company of any cancellation, termination or 
expiration of the policy. 


Exemptions for Animals that are provoked: No dog 
may be declared dangerous if threat, injury, or damage 
was suStained by a person who, at the time, was com- 
mitting a willful trespass or other tort upon the 
premises occupied by owner or keeper of the dog, or 
was teasing, tormenting, abusing, or assaulting the 
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dog or has, in the past, been observed or reported to 
have teased, tormented, abused, or assaulted the dog 
or was commiting or attempting to commit a crime. 


Any dog not licensed will be subject to a Twenty- 
five Dollar ($25.00) fine. If not licensed within five (5) 
working days will be subject to a second fine of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) a day thereafter. 


Any dog involved in a bite, no matter how slight, will 
be quarantined for a period of ten (10) days and will 
be taken to a licensed Veterinarian for an examina- 
tion and results sent to the Board of Health; failure 
to comply, will result in a fine of Fifty Dollars ($50.00) 
after fourteen (14) days. 


Failure to license or register such an animal within

general welfare. ' 

4. The requested use will not impair the integri- 
ty of character of the district or adjoining 
districts, nor be detrimental to the public 
health, convenience or welfare. 

5. The requested use will not, by its addition to 
a neighborhood cause an excess of that par- 
ticular use that could be detrimental to the 
character of said neighborhood. 

6. The design and architectural treatment of the 
use iS not incongruous or inappropriate to 
the character of the neighborhood in which 
it is proposed to be constructed. 


B. Site Plan Approval 


1. Requirements for Site Plan 
No Townhouse or Garden Style apartment 
shall be constructed or externally enlarged, 
except in conformity with a site plan bearing 
an endorsement of approval by the Board of 
Appeal. Said site plan shall show, among 
other things, all existing and proposed build- 
ings, all existing structures, parking spaces, 
driveway openings, driveways, service areas, 


and other open uses, all facilities for 
sewerage, refuse and other waste disposal 
and for surface water, drainage, and all land- 
scaping features such as walks, fences, 
walls, planting areas and greenbelts on the 
lot. 

Approval Procedure 

Any person desiring approval of a site plan 
under this section shall submit the required 
number of copies of the plan prepared by a 
registered land surveyor or professional 
engineer in collaboration with a registered 
landscape architect, with a properly ex- 
ecuted application for approval thereof, 
directly to the Town Clerk who shall forthwith 
transmit it to the Board of Appeal. The Board 
shall then forthwith transmit one (1) copy of 
each plan to the Planning Board and to the 
Board of Health which said boards may, at 
their discretion, investigate the case and 
report in writing their recommendations to 
the Board of Appeal. The Board of Appeal 
shall not take final action on such plan until 
it has received a report thereon from the 
Planning Board and Board of Health or until 
said Planning Board and Board of Health 
have allowed thirty-five (85) days to elapse 
after receipt of such plan without submis- 
sion of a report thereon. 

General Conditions for Approval 

In considering a site plan under this Section, 
the Board of Appeal shall assure, to a degree 
consistent with a reasonable use of the site 
for the purposes permitted or permissable by 
regulations of the district in which located, 
that the site plan provides for the conve- 
nience and safety of vehicular and 
pedestrian movement within the site, and in 
relation to adjacent streets, property or 
improvements. 

In addition, no buildings or access 
facilities shall be placed on any portion of 
the land determined by the Board of Health 
to be unsuitable for such construction. 
Authority of the Board 
The Board of Appeal shall have power to 
modify or amend its approval of a site plan 
on application of the owner, lessee, or mor- 
tgagee of the premises, or upon its own mo- 
tion if such power is reserved by the Board 
in its original approval. All of the provisions 
of this Section applicable to approval shall, 
where apt, be applicable to such modifica- 
tions or amendment, including the re- 
quirements of notice and public hearing. The 
Board of Appeal may not vary the provisions 
of the By-Laws. 
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C. Area Requirements 


The Townhouse or Garden Style apartment site 
shall have not less than 150 feet of frontage. The 
minimum lot width shall be 150 feet. The 
minimum lot size for such development shall be 
1.5 acres. 


. Lot Coverage and Design Restrictions 


1. Buildings shall not cover more than thirty (30) 
percent of the lot. At least thirty (30) percent 
of lot shall be maintained as green space, as 
defined in Section 7.5 of the By-Laws. 

2. There shall be a minimum distance of forty 
(40) feet between 2 residential buildings or 
groups of townhouses on the same site. 

3. Townhouse rows shall consist of a minimum 
of 3 units and a maximum of 10 units. Each 
townhouse dwelling unit shall be a minimum 
of 18 feet wide. 

4. No open parking or driveway shall be closer 
than 10 feet to a wall containing windows in 
habitable rooms. 

5. Individual attached dwelling units (town- 
houses) may be maintained as rental units 
or may be sold as condominium Townhouse 
units may not be sold as rowhouses with 
their own individual lots. This shall not 
restrict the allocation of outdoor space ad- 
jacent to individual dwelling units for the ex- 
clusive use of the occupants of specific 
dwelling units. 


. Minimum Yard Requirements 


On each site thereshall be provided a minimum 
setback of 35 feet from the front property line, 
a minimum setback of 30 feet from each of the 
side property lines, and a minimum setback of 
30 feet from the rear property lines. 

The Townhouse and Garden Style apartment 
developments abutting a single-family district 
side and rear setbacks shall be increased to 50 
feet, of which 25 feet shall be retained in its 
natural wooded state or landscaped along the 
perimeter of the lot abutting the single family 
district. 


. Height Restrictions 


Townhouse and Garden Style apartment 
buildings shall not exceed two and one-half 
stories nor be more than thirty-five (35) feet in 
height; provided that no living quarters shall be 
located below the mean finished grade of the 
ground adjoining the building, nor above the sec- 
ond story. 


. Density 


A minimum of five thousasnd (5,000) square feet 
of land shall be required for each multi-family 
dwelling unit. 


H. Parking 
There shall be one and one-half (1%) parking 
spaces per unit. For units in excess of two 
bedrooms, two spaces per unit shall be required. 


|. Infrastructure 
All sites must be served by the Town water 
system. 

All sites must be served by an existing Town 
sewer, or by an extension of an existing Town 
sewer line, in which case it must require prior ap- 
proval of the Board of Selectmen. Installation of 
any sewer line extension, if approved by the 
Sewer Commission, will be the financial respon- 
sibility of the developer, and will be installed in 
accordance with the specifications provided by 
the Sewerage Commission.

J. Fire Lanes 

All buildings shall be surrounded by fire lanes. 
A fire lane is an open space in which no auto- 
motive vehicle may be parked and in which no 
building or structure may be erected without writ- 
ten permission from the chief of the Billerica Fire 
Department, except that buildings may be inter- 
connected by corridors or walkways, if provision 
is made for access by fire apparatus to all out- 
side walls. The open space shall be between a 
building and a line parallel to, and fifteen (15) feet 
equidistant from , a building. 

The requirement for a fire lane surrounding the 
structure shall not be construed to mean that 
paved access surrounding the structure is re- 
quired. The area may be planted with low plan- 
tings of a size which would not impede a fire 
vehicle. 


K. Access Roads 
There shall be at least one access road from a 
public way for each 250 units or portion thereof.

. SIGN, LANDSCAPED 

A sign characteristically constructed of a mix- 
ture of display surface, evergreen shrubbery, 
flowers and a structure of brick, masonry, stone 
and the like building materials which are 
located on a lawn, garden or unconstructed 
locus on the lot. 


. SIGN, NON-ACCESSORY 
Any billboard or sign not an accessory sign.

. SIGN SIZE 


The size of a sign shall include any intermediary 
removable surface to which it is affixed.

The width of a sign 
is its horizontal dimensions even when this is 
the smaller dimension. 


. SIGN, STANDING 

The term “standing sign” shall include any and 
every sign that is erected on the land. If a sign 
support holds more than one sign, each such 
sign is considered a separate standing sign.

A sign directing and guiding traffic and park- 
ing on private property, by bearing no advertis- 
ing matter, symbols or other characteristics of 
a sign defined in Section 16.1.B.

All persons desiring to erect a sign shall apply 

to the Building Commissioner for a building 

permit, except that persons desiring to erect a 

sign in accordance with Sections 16.3.B, 16.3.D, 

or 16.5.B need not apply for a permit. 

All applications for permits shall include, at 
least a drawing to scale showing the following: 
1. The proposed sign. 

2. All existing signs maintained on the 
premises. 

3. A plot plan and a sketch of the building 
facade indicating the location of the pro- 
posed and any existing signs. 

4. Specifications for construction, lighting, 
and wiring in accordance with the State 
Building Code. 


. BUILDING COMMISSIONER ACTION 


The Building Commissioner shall issue a 
building permit and assign a unique serialized 
sign number, where the first two digits repre- 
sent the year of issue of the sign permit, pro- 
vided the proposed sign complies with this by- 
law, the state building code, and other applic- 
able laws, by-laws or regulations. 


SIGN SPGA 

The Special Permit Granting Authority noted in 
Section 16—Sign Regulations, is the Board of 
Appeal. 


SPECIAL PERMITS 

In particular instances the SPGA may issue 
special permits for more or larger signs than are 
provided herein or for signs of types or for pur- 
poses not provided herein or not specifically 
prohibited herein, including temporary signs, if 
it is determined that the architecture of the 
building, the location of the building with 
reference to the street or the nature of the 
establishment is such that the sign should be 
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permitted in the public interest. In granting 
such permission, the SPGA shali specify the 
size and location of the sign or signs and im- 
pose such other terms and restrictions as it 
may deem to be in the public interest. Any ap- 
plicant under this provision shall provide the in- 
formation required in Section 16.2.B above and 
specific information in the form of perspectives, 
renderings, photographs or other representa- 
tions sufficient to show the nature of the pro- 
posed sign, its effects on the immediate sur- 
roundings and the reasons for allowing it. 
Special permits under this section are granted 
subject to the provisions of Section 16, this 
by-law. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS (Formerly Section 
16.2) 

The provisions of Section 16.3 shall apply to all 
signs in all zoning districts. Additional specific 
regulations for Residential, Business and In- 
dustrial Districts are set forth in Sections 16.4, 
16.5, and 16.6 respectively. 


. PERMITTED GOVERNMENT or SPECIAL 


SIGNS 

Any sign owned and installed by a government 
agency, or required by any law, governmental 
order or regulation is not subject to this by-law. 
Signs mounted on registered motor except 
trailers whose principle purpose is for the 
display of a sign, or signs carried by hand are 
not subject to this by-law. 


. RESIDENCES 


One sign up to one square foot in area is per- 
mitted per residential lot, indicating the name 
and address of the occupants therein. 


. RELIGIOUS INSTITUTIONS 


Two signs identifying churches, synagogues, 
and other similar religious uses are permitted 
on each street frontage, one of which may not 
exceed 20 square feet in area and the other of 
which may not exceed 10 square feet in area. 
One sign may be a standing sign used for 
notices and announcements of events at the 
religious institution. 


. REAL ESTATE SIGNS 


One real estate sign, not over six (6) square feet 
in area advertising the sale or rental of the lot 
or buildings thereon is permitted. Real estate 
signs not more than twenty (20) square feet in 
area and not more than ten (10) feet in any 
dimension may be erected on subdivisions of 
land as defined in General Laws, Chapter 41, 
Section 81-L, solely to advertise the selling of 
land or buildings thereon in said subdivision,

but not more than one such sign shall face the 


_same street. 
. ILLUMINATION 


No sign shall be illuminated between the hours 
of 12:00 midnight and 6:00 A.M., except for 
signs on premises open for business. 

Exterior illumination of the sign shall be 
shielded, directed solely at the sign, and be 
steady and stationary. 

The illumination of any sign shall not exceed 
seventy-five (75) foot lamberts. The width of 
such sign above the first story of a building 
shall not exceed three feet. 


. SIGNS CANNOT INTERFERE WITH TRAFFIC 


No sign, including window displays, or their il- 
luminators shall be reason of its location, 
shape, size, or color interfere with traffic or be 
confused with or obstruct the view or the effec- 
tiveness of any official traffic sign, traffic signal 
or traffic marking. No red or green lights shall 
be used on any sign, if, in the opinion of the 
Building Commissioner with the advise of the 
Chief of Police, such lights would create a driv- 
ing hazard. 


. CONSTRUCTION 


No sign shall be painted or posted directly on 
the exterior surface of any wall. All exterior, at- 
tached signs, except awning signs, shall be 
painted, posted, or otherwise affixed to a sub- 
stantial intermediary removable surface and 
such surface shall be securely affixed to the 
wall of the building. 

The foregoing, however, shall not prevent in- 
stallation of a sign by individual letters or 
devices cut into or securely affixed to the ex- 
terior wall of a building, provided that such let- 
ters or devices have a minimum depth of pro- 
jection of one-fourth (%) of an inch. The con- 
struction of the sign shall comply with the State 
Building Code. Each sign must display its uni- 
quely assigned permit serial number of ten (10) 
feet from the sign. 


. MAINTENANCE 


Every sign shall be maintained in good condi- 
tion. If a sign shows corrosion or deteriorated 
paint over 25% of the area of one side or if 
damage to the sign causes a loss of 10% of its 
substance or if the sign suffers damage or 
deterioration which creates a risk of harm to the 
person or property of another, it shall be 
repaired or removed. 


. PROHIBITED SIGNS 


The following signs are prohibited; 
1. Signs which incorporate in any manner 
flashing, moving or intermittant lighting, ex- 
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cluding public service signs showing time 
and temperature. 

2. Wind signs, including banners, pennants, 
spinners, streamers, and other wind ac- 
tuated components. 

3. String lights used in connection with com- 
mercial premises with the exception of tem- 
porary lighting for holiday decoration. 

4. Signs erected so as to obstruct any door, 
openable window, or fire escape on a 
building. 

5. Billboards or non-accessory signs. 

6. Freestanding signs excluding thirty (30) feet 
in height. 

7. Freestanding signs closer than ten (10) feet 
to any property line. 


RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS (formerly Section 
16.3) 

Garden Apartment Districts—A sign not ex- 
ceeding twelve (12) square feet in area is per- 
mitted identifying development in a Garden 
Apartment District. 


BUSINESS DISTRICTS (Formerly Section 16.4) 
Accessory Signs on business establishments 
in business districts that comply with the 
following provisions are permitted: 


. WALL SIGNS 


1. One principle wall sign is permitted on the 
front of the establishment to which it 
relates. 

2. A secondary wall sign may be installed 
marking a direct entrance on a parking lot 
or another street in addition to the front wall 
sign. There shall be not more than two such 
secondary wall signs. Said sign shall have 
a width no greater than 50% of the max- 
imum permissible width for the principle 
wall sign. 

3. No wall sign shall be more than three feet 
in overall height. 

4. In buildings where the first story is substan- 
tially above grade and the basement is on- 
ly partially below street grade, one sign for 
each level is allowed if each sign has only 
one-half of the area that would be permit- 
ted for a single sign. 

5. In addition to the above signs each building 
may have one directory sign affixed to the 
exterior wall, window or door of the 
building. Such directory sign shall provide 
not more than one square foot for each oc- 
cupant of the building. 

6. Wall signs shall either be affixed to a wall 
and parallel to it or affixed to the roof above 
the wall and be parallel to the wall. They 
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shall not project more than twelve (12) in- 
ches from the face of such wall. 

7. No wall sign shall project above the highest 
line of the main roof or parapet on the wall 
to which it is atached, whichever is higher. 


B. WINDOW SIGNS 


Removable signs on the inside of windows or 
transparent doors are permitted, however they 
may not cover more than 50% of the area of 
such transparent surface. 


. PROJECTING SIGNS 


In particular instances the SPGA may issue 
special permits for projecting sins in accor- 
dance with Section 16.2.D, if it is determined 
that the architecture of the building, the loca- 
tion of the building with reference to the street 
or the nature of the establishment is such that 
the sign should be permitted in the public in- 
terest. No establishment shall be permitted 
more than one projecting sign. 


_ STANDING SIGNS 


The following standing signs are permitted: 

1. Standing signs permitted under Sections 
16.3.B, 16.3.C and 16.3.D. 

2. During the construction of a building, a 
standing sign may be erected on the prem- 
ises identifying the building, the owner, the 
contractors, the architects and engineers. 
Such a sign shall not exceed twenty (20) 
square feet in area or ten (10) feet in any 
direction. Such sign shall be removed pro- 
mptly after the completion of the building. 

3. In particular instances the SPGA may issue 
special permits for standing signs in ac- 
cordance with Section 16.2.E if it is deter- 
mined that the architecture of the building, 
the location of the building with reference 
to the street or the nature of the establish- 
ment is such that the sign should be per- 
mitted in public interest. No establishment 
shall be permitted more than one standing 
sign other than signs directing traffic flow. 

4. In Business Districts, one freestanding sign 
is permitted provided that: 

a. The sign does not exceed five (5) percent 
of the front wall of the building, or 40 
square feet, whichever is smaller, provid- 
ed that the sign is set back at least ten 
(10) feet from all property lines. The Board 
of Appeals may increase the allowable 
number of signs and sign area by issu- 
ance of a special permit as provided for 
in Section 16.2.E. 

b. A freestanding directory sign, a sign 
representing multiple tenants, must have 


uniformity of size and color and the over- 
all sign must meet the criteria for free- 


standing signs. 

c. Only one side of a double faced sign 
shall be included in calculating surface 
area, providing that the two display sur- 
faces are joined at an angle of not more 
than 45 degrees. All sides of multi-faced 
signs visible from any one point, shall be 
included in the calculation of surface 
area. 

d. The sign is not a billboard or non-acces- 
sory sign. 

e. The sign clearly specifies the address of 
the business and/or property it repre- 
sents. 

f. No part of any sign shall be more than 
thirty (30) feet in height above ground 
level or exceed the height of the building 
to which it relates unless granted a 
special permit by the Board of Appeal. 

g. Signs should be sized and located so as 
to not interupt, obscure, or hide the con- 
tinuity of columns, cornices, roof eaves, 
sill lines or other elements of building 
structures, and where possible, should 
reflect and emphasize building structural 
form. 


E. PARTICULAR SIGNS

Gasoline Filling Stations and Garages 
Gasoline filling stations and garages may 
divide the one wall sign affixed to the front 
wall of the building to which they are en- 
titled as hereinafter provided, into separate 
wall signs indicating the separate opera- 
tions or departments of the business, pro- 
vided however, that the total of the widths 
of the separate signs shall not exceed the 
maximum width permitted under this by-law 
for a single wall sign on such wall. In addi- 
tion, one standing sign indicating the brand 
of gasoline being sold may be erected in 
such location, and in such manner as is per- 
mitted under Section 16.5.D. The standard 
type of gasoline pump bearing thereon in 
usual size and form, the name or type of 
gasoline and the price thereof shall not be 
deemed to be a sign within the meaning of 
this by-law. 

TRAFFIC FLOW SIGNS (Formerly Section 
16.4.F) 

Signs directing traffic flow, except standard 
traffic control signs recommended by the 
Chief of Police such as stop, one-way, yield, 
merge and the like, may not exceed three 
square feet in area and four feet in height, 
and each sign must also be approved by the

Chief of Police or his designated Signage 
Safety Officer, for the purpose of insuring 
the safety of the public and the enforce- 
ment of all laws under the authority of the 
office of the Chief of Police. This section ap- 


plies to both Industrial and Business 
Districts. 
16.6. INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS (Formerly Section 
16.4.D.4) 


In Industrial Districts, one freestanding land- 

scaped sign is permitted provided that: 

A. The sign structure is not more than five feet 
above the mean grade and six feet wide. 

B. The sign display surface is not more than 
twelve (12) square feet. 

C. The sign is not a billboard or nonaccessory 
sign. 

D. The sign structure is of a brick or masonry 
construction, complete with an adequate 
footing 

E. The sign is set back at least ten feet from 
any street, lot line, driveway, walk*or park- 
ing area surface. 


NON-CONFORMANCE OF SIGNS (Formerly 
Section 16.5) 
Signs legally existing on the effective date of 
this section may continue to be maintained, 
provided however, that no such sign shall be 
changed in size, shape, construction, location 
or illumination except as may be allowed by the 
Board of Appeals. It is the intent of this by-law 
to achieve conformance and to accomplish this 
objective without placing burdensome proce- 
dures and restrictions upon existing busi- 
nesses who may, for a reason appropriate to the 
board, require the change. 
or act in relation thereto.

Prior to the opening of the meeting, the following 
Tellers were sworn in by the Town Clerk and Assistant 
Town Clerk: Catherine Fleurant, Karen Miller and 
Romolo Capobianco. 


The Moderator called for a quorum count. With one 
hundred twenty-four (124) Town Meeting Members pre- 
sent, the Moderator declared the Town Meeting in ses- 
sion at 7:40 PRM. 


The invocation was given by Reverend Richard 
Ronan of Saint Theresa’s Church. 


The Moderator, William Greene, introduced the 
Superintendent of Schools, Dr. Robert Calabrese who 
in turn introduced the Billerica Memorial High School 
Vocal Ensemble under the direction of Suzanne Robin- 
son, with Jeffrey Gage as Asst. Director and Laura 
Peterson on the trumpet, who would render a number 
of patriotic songs. 


A call for the “posting of the colors” rang out. 
William F. Eggo, Veterans of Foreign Wars Post color 
guard paraded into the Howard Ralston Auditorium 
with their flags as the vocal group sang the “Star 
Spangled Banner” followed by “As the Cassions Go 
Rolling Along.’ 


Another color guard group marched up onto the 
stage escorting former Prisioners of War who were to 
receive anew medal recently issued by authorization 
of the congress of the United States. 


Sargent Bradley, acting as Master of Ceremonies, 
read off each RPOW’s name and military service record, 
a medal was presented to each as follows: 


Cpl. Norman Boutwell, U.S. Army, deceased, was 
awarded a POW. medal which was accepted by his 
daughter, Carol Mehigan. Corporal Boutwell served 
from November, 1948 to January, 1954 with the 24th 
Division and was a prisoner of war for thirty-seven (37) 
months and thirteen (13) days. 


M/Sgt. Charles A. Duffy, U.S. Army, received a POW. 
medal. He served from June, 1942 to May, 1945 with 
the 1st Special Force, ist Co., ist Regiment and was 
a prisoner for forty-five days before he escaped. 


Sgt. James F. Hamilton, U.S. Marine Corp., who serv- 
ed from December, 1949 to December, 1953 with the 
ist Marine Division, G. Co., 3rd Battalion, 5th Marines 
was awarded a medal as he was a POW. for nine 
months in North Korea. 


Pvt. Conrad L. Rock, U.S. Army, served from August, 
1943 to November, 1945 with the 821st Tank Destroyer 
Bn. was a prisoner for six months and he also received 
the new POW. medal.

Selectman Brainerd moved to allow the Treasurer

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1988, the Board of Selectmen held regularly 
scheduled meetings twice monthly to act upon 
license applications, appoint citizens to boards and 
committees, conduct public hearings, and respond to 
citizen complaints. 


In accordance with the Town Charter, the Town Ad- 
ministrator prepared and submitted to both the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, a five year 
Capital Improvement Program for fiscal year 1989-90 
through 1993-94 and an annual operating budget for 
fiscal year 1988-89. 


After the April election, the Board of Selectmen 
reorganized, electing as its Chairman, Thomas H. 
Conway, Jr., Arthur L. Doyle, Vice-Chairman and Gor- 
don C. Brainerd, Secretary. The other two members of 
the five men Board of Selectmen are David F. Delorey 
and Stephen J. Lentine. Thomas H. Conway, Jr. was 
re-elected for a three year term at the April 1988 
election. 


In the Spring of 1988, construction began on the ex- 
pansion of the Waste Water Treatment Plant located 
on Letchworth Avenue. This $24,000,000. expansion, 
which is 90% funded by federal and state grants, will 
increase treatment to 5.6 million gallons per day. This 
project will be completed in July of 1990 at which time 
residents will be afforded the opportunity to connect 
to the Town’s waste water system. 


Construction also began in the Spring of 1988 for 
the extension of ten miles of sewer line in various sec- 
tions of the Town. The Town received a grant of 
$3,000,000. from the state for the $6,300,000. project. 
This project will be completed in the Fall of 1989. 


A bond issue in the amount of $1,000,000. was ap- 
proved by Town Meeting for the purchase of the follow- 
ing equipment: Ladder truck, front end loader, street 
sweeper, backhoe and road grader. This major invest- 
ment in equipment will improve the quality of service 
provided to Billerica citizens. 


The Board of Selectmen unanimously voted to par- 
ticipate in the LRTA’s Road Runner Service which pro- 
vides transportation for the elderly and handicapped 
persons within the Town and to some surrounding 
communities. 


Members of the Board of Selectmen, in addition to 
their normal duties as selectmen, also served on 
numerous committees and sub committees. Select- 
men are serving on the following sub committees: 
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STREET RENAMING COMMITTEE 

Streets with the same street names or similar 
sounding names were changed by the Board after the 
conduct of public hearings and suggestions from the 
public. Over 60 street name changes were made in 
1988. 


BILLERICA COMMONS 

Considerable time and energy was spent by this 
sub committee to resolve a traffic and aesthetic pro- 
blem in the Town Center. The committee was suc- 
cessful in obtaining concessions from the developer 
in improving traffic flows, screening of the buildings 
and landscaping. 


TRI TOWN COMMITTEE 

The Town continued its participating in this com- 
mittee consisting of representatives from the Town of 
Burlington, Bedford and Billerica. This committee was 
successful in having traffic signals installed at the in- 
tersection of Concord Road and the Middlesex Turn- 
pike and obtaining $900,000. in private donations for 
the preparation of engineering plans for the 
reconstruction of the Middlesex Turnpike. 


COOK STREET COMMITTEE 

This committee has been meeting on a regular 
basis and traffic improvements at the intersection of 
Cook Street and Boston Road should be underway in 
the Spring of 1989. 


BUDGET SUB COMMITTEE 

This committee was created to provide assistance 
to the Town Administrator in the preparation of the an- 
nual budget and to offer suggestions on broad budget 
policy matters. 


BILLERICA PLAN 

The Town has been represented on this committee 
since its inception in 1987. The Billerica Plan is a 
private/public partnership to stimulate and improve 
the quality of life in Billerica. One of the many goals 
of this plan is to channel corporate donations into 
public improvement projects. This committee is tak- 
ing a major role in the installation of traffic signals 
on Boston Road, Tower Farm Road and Floyd Street. 
Financial assistance has also been provided for the 
Cook Street project. 


The Board, Town Administrator and staff have also 
been active in the following: Middlesex Selectmen’s 
Association, Northern Middlesex Area Commission, 
Mass. Municipal Association, Mass. Municipal 
Management Association, Middlesex County Advisory 
Board, Street Acceptance Committee, Mass. Interlocal 
Insurance Association, Billerica Housing Partnership 
Committee, Growth Management Committee, Coun- 
cil on Aging Drop In Center, and many others. 


The Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator and 


staff acknowledge and appreciate the cooperation 
and assistance that has been provided by all Town 
Boards, Commissions and Departments during the 


year.

The Zoning Board of Appeal hereby submits its 1988 
Annual Report to your office. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal is a Quasi-Judicial 
Board which operates under the mandates of Massa- 
chusetts General Laws Annotated Chapter 40A and 
the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Billerica. 


The Board consists of five (5) regular members and 
two (2) alternate members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. The members receive no financial com- 
pensation for their services to the Board. The Town 
does provide office space as well as clerical and 
judicial assistance to the Board. 


The Board of Appeal members are as follows: John 
F. Gray, Jr., Chairman; James M. Battcock, Vice Chair- 
man; Donald J. Flynn, Secretary; Robert A. Dunstan 
and Ralph J. McKenna. Alternate members are Joseph 
H. Johnson, Sr. and Daniel J. Powers. 


The Board met on the average of twice a month in 
1988 to handle the numerous petitions filed with the 
Town Clerk. All of the petitions are heard by the Board 
and are open to the public as established under 


Chapter 808 and Chapter 40A of Massachusetts 
General Laws. 


These petitions are voted on by the Zoning Board 
with objectivity and reasonableness towards the peti- 
tioners, as well as evaluating all the concerns of the 
abutters and the needs of the community. 


The Board of Appeal conducted a total of One hun- 
dred eight (108) hearings in 1988 for Variances, Special 
Permits and Comprehensive Permits. The decisions to 
grant or deny shall be voted on within 100 days fora 
Variance and 90 days for a Special Permit from the 
date the petitioner files a petition at the Town Clerk’s 
Office. 

To Grant a Variance or a Special Permit the peti- 
tioner has to receive four (4) affirmative votes froma

There were 2,657 dog licenses sold in 1988. All dogs 
are required to be licensed by April 1st each year. How- 
ever, dog owners have until June 10th to license their 
dogs before a $5.00 Late Fine is applied to the cost 
of the license. There were 2,414 first class notices sent 
out to delinquent dog owners who had not licensed 
their dogs by April 1st. Two rabies clinics were held 
at the DPW Garage; one on March 26, 1988 conducted 
by Dr. McGrath, DVM of the McGrath Animal Hospital 
and the second on June 4, 1988 conducted by Dr. 
Mahmood S. Ali, DVM of the Billerica Animal Clinic. 


There were four elections held in 1988; the Presiden- 
tial Primary on March 8, 1988, our annual Town Elec- 
tion on Saturday, April 2, 1988, the State Primary on 
Thursday, September 15, 1988 and on November 8, 
1988, the State Presidential Election was held. 


The Presidential Election was an extremely busy 
day with 87% of the voters turning out. Our greatest 
problems were the voters who only vote every four 
years for the President, but in the meantime do not 
bother to answer their Annual Town Census and thus 
their names are removed from the voting list as re- 
quired by law. The paper work involved to place these 
voters back on the voting rolls was most 
time-consuming. 


A special thanks to all the precinct workers who 
faithfully perform their duties on election day, the Tally 
Center workers and clerks at Town Hall, the Tree & 
Moth Department crew, the Police Department and the 
School Custodians for a smooth election. 


Town Meeting minutes were recorded by the Town 
Clerk and the Assistant Town Clerk Shirley E. Schult 
for each session. A Special Town Meeting was held 
on February 23, 1988 which lasted for 2 sessions. The 
Annual Spring Town Meeting was covered in ten ses- 
sions during May and June. The Annual Fall Town 
Meeting in October was covered in six sessions. 


Your Town Clerk attended the Annual Conference 
of the International Institute of Municipal Clerks held 
in May in Spokane Washington, the Annual con- 
ference of the New England City & Town Clerks Asso- 
ciation held in October in Newport, Rhode Island, 
three conferences of the Massachusetts Town Clerks 
Association held in January in Worcester, MA, a sum- 
mer conference in North Falmouth on Cape Cod and 
the Fall Conference in October at Northampton, MA. 
Informative workshops and lectures are given at these 
conferences with new laws, ideas, and instructions 
being brought back to the office to help us run a more 
efficient operation. 


As work on the new Town Hall extended into the new 
year, we were not able to move to the new offices in 
1988. We anticipate on moving into our new office 
quarters in early 1989 and are looking forward to hav- 
ing more spacious offices and more pleasant work- 
ing conditions in the new Town Hall. 


At this time, we would like to thank all town of- 
ficials, departments, boards, committees and commis- 
sions for their continued cooperation throughout the 
year.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission was kept very busy 
in 1988 administering and enforcing the State 
Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40) at the local level. During the 
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year, 38 filings for work in or near wetlands were 
received, 38 Public Hearings were held along with 13 
Continuances; 27 Orders of Conditions were issued 
along with 28 Certificates of Compliance, 14 Exten- 
sions, 2 Permit Modifications and 14 Cease and Desist 
(Enforcement) Orders. 


In January of 1988, the Conservation Commission 
was pleased to see the Town formally purchase a 7.0 
acre parcel of open space land on Dudley Road. This 
purchase was authorized by Town Meeting in 1987 
when they approved the Conservation Commission's 
Warrant Article which requested said purchase. The 
7.0 acre site will be combined with a 16.0+acre parcel 
that was purchased jointly by the Mass. Department 
of Environmental Management and the Mass. Depart- 
ment of Fisheries, Wildlife and Environmental Law En- 
forcement to comprise a 23.0+acre parcel of scenic 
open space land. Shortly after the purchase was 
finalized, the Board of Selectmen officially named the 
property the Governor Thomas Dudley Park, in honor 
of the former Governor of the Commonwealth, who 
during Colonial times, once owned most of the pro- 
perty in this area (including this site) through a land 
grant from the King of England. 


Under a joint management agreement between the 
Town and the aforementioned State Agencies that 
was signed when the property was purchased, the 
Conservation Commission will maintain the park and 
will basically determine how the property will be us- 
ed or improved in the future, while always Striving to 
enhance the site’s appeal to the public as a “passive” 
recreation area. And to that end, one of the first “im- 
provements” that the Commission made to the pro- 
pery occurred in December, when a small parking area 
was constructed just off Dudley Road to provide a 
safe area off the street for the public to park their 
vehicles in while they visit the Park. 


In May of 1988, the Conservation Commission was 
notified by the Mass. Division of Conservation Ser- 
vices (D.C.S.) that our application for reimbursement 
from the State Self Help Fund for the purchase of the 
7.0 acre parcel on Dudley Road was approved and the 
total that the D.C.S. would reimburse would be 72% 
of the purchase cost or $319,680.00. The Commission 
was very pleased to receive this commitment by the 
State for reimbursement funding because it minimizes 
the financial burden borne by the Town in acquiring 
this valuable open space property. 


Some notable changes in staff and in membership 
on the Commission occurred in 1988. On May 25, 1988, 
the Conservation Commission appointed Bruce Sted- 
man of Nashua Road as an Associate Member and 
on June 20, 1988, the Board of Selectmen appointed 


Crystal Card of Dudley Road to fill the vacancy that 
was created when Vice Chairman Charles Ronzio re- 
tired after 10 years as a respected member of the 
Board. The Conservation Commission was saddened 
to lose a member with the knowledge and experience 
that Mr. Ronzio possessed, but nevertheless wishes 
him all the best in the future while enjoying his retire- 
ment in the State of Florida. As for the Staff, in 
September, the Commission’s Secretary Doris Schultz 
resigned to take a full time position in the Selectmen’s 
Office. On November 16, 1988, Pat Simpson of Gov. 
Saltonstall Road was hired to fill this vacant Sec- 
retary’s position. The Conservation Commission 
welcomes Bruce, Crystal and Pat and looks forward 
to many years of valuable input and service in the 
future. 


During the summer of 1988, the Nicola Micozzi 
Beach was run by the Town Recreation Department 
and the Conservation Commission would like to thank 
Joseph Higgins, Director of the Recreation Depart- 
ment, as well as his staff, for the excellent job they 
did in successfully overseeing the day to day opera- 
tions at the Beach. Because of the wonderful job they 
did, many citizens were able to spend many enjoyable 
hours at the Beach and we look forward to many more 
enjoyable summer seasons in the future. The Commis- 
sion also hopes to make further improvements at the 
Beach, including the paving of the parking lot, which 
should be completed in the spring of 1989. 


The Billerica Conservation Commission holds 
meetings on the second and fourth Wednesdays of 
each month in the Town Hall starting at 8 p.m. and all 
are welcome to attend. 


We wish to thank all who have supported the Com- 
mission during the past year.

GROWTH MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


The Growth Management Committee is an Ad Hoc 
Committee established through the Planning Board 
to oversee development of the town’s Growth Manage- 
ment Plan.

The committee has one regular meeting a month 
and has had several additional special meetings as 
necessary. 


The Housing and Boston Rd. components of the 
plan were completed in the early summer of 1968. One 
of the plans’ early recommendations dealing with 
amending the Garden-Style Apartment and Town- 
house District regulations of the Zoning By-Law were 
successfully brought before Fall Town Meeting for 
adoption. 


The committee is currently evaluating several other 
recommendations for this years town meetings deal- 
ing with commercial and industrial development. The 
committee feels that the plan is a major step towards 
controlling the impacts from unbridled development.

The Board of Health is currently made up of John 
Morris, Chairman; Arnold Ventresca, Vice Chairman; 
Wallace Mallett, Secretary; Marie O’Rourke, Member; 
Paul T. Ransom, Member. 


The Board of Health has been active in re-writing 
and drafting a new curbside pick-up contract which 
will commence on July 1, 1989. 


The Board has successfully co-sponsored an an- 
nual household hazardous waste pick-up and hopes 
to do so on a continuing basis. 


The office continues to prosecute violations of the 
public health laws with great success. Additionally, 
the Board continues to work with the Superfund Ac- 
tion Committee to oversee the Superfund sites Clean- 
up in Billerica. 


Health Education, promotion and prevention are the 
major emphasis of the State Department of Public 
Health. The Board of Health nursing staff activities 
for the year included Elderly Screening, Lead Testing, 
Well Child Clinic, Flu Clinics, Hypertension Screen- 
ing programs, Cholesterol Screening, Mantoux 
Clinics, Weight Loss Clinics, Mamogram Screening, 
Elderly Home Visits. All nursing activities are 
evaluated for need assessments. 


The Board of Health Department currently consists 
of Peter J. Gray, Director; Joseph W. Walsh, Deputy 
Director; Robert Rimbach, Sanitarian; Judith M.

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HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets regular- 
ly on the first Wednesday of each month and at such 
other times as the need arises. Membership of the 
Commission has continued unchanged. 


On February 12th, the Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs ruled that an after-the-fact Environmental |Im- 
pact Report should be filed on the Billerica Commons 
Plaza, because of an extant traffic agreement between 
the Town and the Commonwealth, and that the report 
should discuss historical concern as well as traffic. 
On March 4th, the Billerica Historical Commission 
was formally asked to suggest measures for mitiga- 
tion of damage to the Billerica Common District. The 
damage done by demolition and removal of The 
Walnuts and the Central Block is, of course, ir- 
reparable. We proposed palliative measures to a first 
meeting with attorneys for the developer on March 
7th, and most of our energies during the year have 
been spent in review and discussion of their im- 
plementation. It must be observed that the constipa- 
tion of traffic, trigger of the Environmental Impact 
Report, is also still a principal source of damage to 
the historical environment. 


The experience has underscored the need for local 
protective measures to protect the historical environ- 
ment. The Board of Selectmen has appointed a new 
Local Historic District Study Committee, which 
deserves a wide base of support from the Town. The 
Growth Study Committee, through the Planning 
Board, is also proposing a demolition by-law, another 
vehicle which may buy precious time for salvation. 


In the meantime, an application by the Housing 
Authority for funding of a conversion of the old Town 
Hall to housing for the elderly has been denied on the 
basis that such conversion without serious damage 
to the exterior of the building is economically infeasi- 
ble. There is implicit warning that other modifications 
for alternative uses may also be infeasible, and that 
adaptive reuses that rehabilitate rather than replace 
the once-handsome interior must be sought. The old 
Town Hall is at least as important to the Billerica Com- 
mon District as was the Walnuts. It is also equally 
vulnerable. 


Our year began with notice that the Faulkner Mills, 
second oldest woolen weaving mill in North America, 
were for sale. Only recently has a prospective 
developer begun discussions with the Billerica Hous- 
ing Partnership of possible conversion to rental apart- 
ments. Once again, traffic is a problem of concern. 


At the request of the Billerica Health Study Com- 
mittee, the Commission prepared a map of past in- 
dustrial and commercial sites (other than Iron Horse 
Park and the Schaeffer Dump). 


We note with regret that “Cork City,’ one of the 
multi-family structures associated with Talbot Mills 
and acontributing unit in the Billerica Mills District, 
was destroyed by fire while substantial rehabilitation 
was underway. 


We note with regret that the massive western ap- 
proach to the Shawsheen Aqueduct, also listed in the 
National Register of Historic Places, was razed by a 
local developer. 


We note with regret that Richard D. Manning, 
member of the Commission since its inception in 
1973, is moving to Maine and will no longer be act- 
ively associated with us. Thank you, Dick, for valued 
service.

BILLERICA PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Another banner year has come and gone at the 
Billerica Public Library. Over 170,000 items were bor- 
rowed during 1988, an increase of more than 34,000 
over last year. That together with a dramatic increase 
in 1987, equates to a 46% jump in usage over the past 
two years. We are truly pleased and proud that the 
community is making such fine use of this valuable 
resource. 


| would like to take this opportunity to highlight 
some of the year’s accommplishments. 


We applied for and received a grant from the State 
to allow us to introduce videocassettes into our col- 
lection. Currently, we have over 430 titles. This new 
service has been extremely well received since it 
allows patrons to take two videos at a time for two 
days, free of charge. The Friends of the Library are 
helping to support the ongoing acquisition of new 
titles each month. In addition to the grant, a suc- 
cessful fundraising effort enabled us to purchase ten 
of the PBS Video Classics series. Local businesses 
and individuals contributed $3,000. for this purpose. 


Our summer reading program, “Dino Days” entited 
870 children to read for pleasure over the summer. 
This incentive program is an annual event designed 
to encourage children to read and to use the library 
during the summer months. Of the 870 children who 
participated more than 600 of them read five or more 
books. Thanks go to Jan Hagman, our Children’s Li- 
brarian, for her work in creating and implementing this 
super program. 


A diverse selection of educational, cultural and re- 
creational programs were, once again, a part of our 
offerings this year. Programs ranging from cholesterol 
screening, to financial planning or choosing daycare 
were among those held here at the library. Many trips 
including those to “Les Miserables,’ Prince Dinner 
Theatre, “Anything Goes,” the Boston Pops, and more 
were complete sellouts. More than 9,000 people took 
advantage of our programming in 1988. Special thanks 
go to Beverly Doyle, Community Services Librarian, 
for planning and coordinating these fine activities. 


A second grant from the State enabled us to focus 
both our collection development and our programm- 
ing on issues facing parents today. Topics included 
sibling rivalry, school behavior, teen pregnancy, drug 
abuse, children’s television and much more. 


Ten storyhour sessions were held each week for pre- 
schoolers ages 2-5. Approximately, 200 children took 
part in this very important and popular service each 
week. 


Three Eagle Scout projects benefited the library this 
year. Jay Rossetti transformed a storage area into a 
beautiful program room, to fulfill his Eagle Scout re- 
quirements. Mike Zaccagnini spruced up the land- 
scaping around the parking lot and Joshua Kane built 
an attractice enclosure to hide our dumpster. 


| would like to thank Sandra Donovan and Paula 
DeSimone, who left the Board of Trustees this year, 
for their fine contributions to the library over their 
many years of service. Other departures, included the 
resignation of Larry Larsen, Assistant Director. Larry’s 
enthusiasm, professionalism and dedication were a 
tremendous benefit to the library and the community. 


Special thanks are owed to our dedicated staff, the 
Trustees, the Friends and Jr. Friends of the Library, 
our faithful volunteers and all of our patrons for help- 
ing to make 1988 a year to remember. We look forward 
to continued success in serving the Billerica com- 
munity in 1989.

During 1988 the Billerica Board of Library Trustees, 
with the assistance of the Library Director and staff, 
have had both a busy and productive year. The year 
has been filled with many new and innovative services 
to offer to our patrons. 


In the past year the library implemented three new 
programs; video, compact discs, and books on tape. 
We now offer over 400 videos ranging from popular 
motion pictures to educational and “how to” titles. 
There are now more than 200 compact discs to choose 
from and compact disc players are also available for 
loan. The books on tape collection now numbers over 
200 titles, as well. 


Although cardholder membership did not increase 
significantly over the 19,000 mark, there has been a 
26% increase in circulation. It has gone from 135,000 
to 170,000 in just one year. 


During the year, three Boy Scouts earned their 
Eagle Scout award by doing their community service 
portion of the award at the library. Ray Rossetti, 
renovated our program room, giving it a more comfor- 
table and attractive appearance. Mike Zaccagnini 
cleaned and landscaped the parking lot making it look 
much more appealing. Joshua Kane, built an en- 
closure, complete with landscaping, for our dumpster. 
All three scouts did an excellent job on their projects 
and the library wishes them good luck in scouting and 
all their future endeavors. 


The Friends of the Library continued their support 
of the Museum Pass program, as well as, the video 
library and more. 


The Summer of ’88 brought us the Readasaurus Rex 
Reading Game and the Dino Days Summer Program. 
Over 850 children participated and of that number 
more than 650 children read five or more books. Cir- 
culation was at an all time high with over 19,000 items 
being loaned each month. That represents a 22% in- 
crease in July and a 24% increase in August over the 
same period last year. 


The Jr. Friends of the Library sponsored two very 
successful Ice Cream Sundae Nights this summer. 
With the money raised by these two events, they were 
able to get a professional storyteller to entertain in 
the Children’s Room during Christmas vacation. 


During August we lost the services of Larry Larsen, 
the Assistant Director, to the private sector. We would 
like to thank Larry for his service and dedication dur- 
ing the years he served the library. The Assistant 
Director’s slot has been filled by Priscilla Vaughn who 
come to us from the Chelmsford Public Library. The 
Board of Trustees wish at this time to welcome 
Priscilla to the Billerica Public Library. 


The Board of Library Trustees would like to thank 
Barbara A. Flaherty, Director, and the library staff, 
volunteers, Friends of the Library, Jr. Friends of the 
Library, and all the other local organizations and busi- 
nesses for their contributions. The Board of Trustees 
will also miss Sandra Donovan and Paula DeSimone 
who gave their time and effort to the Board for so 
many years.

N.M.A.C. 


To: The Citizens of the Town of Billerica 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a 
district planning commission, a public body cor- 
porate, formed under State enabling legislation 
governed by a policy board of local elected officials. 
Each of the nine member municipalities including: 
Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pep- 
perell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford, is 
represented by a member of the Board of Selectmen 
or City Council, a member of the Planning Board and 
an alternate member appointed by each Board of 
Selectmen and in the case of Lowell, by the City 
Manager. 


The Commission maintains a staff of professional 
planners and technicians to assist it in developing and 
implementing its policies. The Commission meets 
monthly (usually the third Wednesday of each month) 
at 35 Market Street, Lowell, and all meetings are open 
to the public. 


By statute the Commission is required to “make 
careful studies of the resources, problems, possibili- 
ties and needs of its district, and on the basis of such 
studies, shall prepare a comprehensive plan of de- 
velopment or schematic study plan of such district 
or of such part or parts thereof as the Commission 
may deem necessary and in such plans shall make 
recommendations for the physical, social, governmen- 
tal or economic improvement of this district...” 
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Assessments upon the member communities are 
on an equal per capita basis and are used to provide 
the “local share” of various projects undertaken by the 
Commission with Federal funds and local assistance. 


These funds enable the Commission to undertake 
far more staff work than would otherwise be possi- 
ble at the present level of local assessment (under 30 
cents per capita). The Commission’s FY ’88 budget of 
$445,000 includes $67,870 of local assessments which 
is less than 16% of the total budget. Billerica’s share 
of the local commitment is $10,587.78. 


The commission, during the past year (calendar 
1988), conducted numerous activities in the Town of 
Billerica. Among these activities were: 


Through the ongoing Transportation Planning Pro- 
gram, the Commission worked extensively with the 
Town of Billerica in reviewing the Environmental Im- 
pact Report for the Commons Shopping Center. A traf- 
fic study completed by NMAC in 1987, evaluating con- 
ditions in Billerica Center, provided valuable informa- 
tion for assessing the traffic impacts of the shopp- 
ing center development. The Commission also work- 
ed closely with the Town in reviewing the impacts of 
the expansion of the Honeywell Bull facility. 


In addition, the Commission continued its traffic 
counting program, through acontract with the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public Works. Each year, the 
Commission and the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works designate various sites throughout the 
region where traffic counts will be taken. Traffic 
counts are also conducted at the request of the Town. 
These counts are then incorporated into a traffic 
count data book and map series which is updated an- 
nually and distributed to local officials. 


Billerica continues to participate in the Shared Traf- 
fic Engineer Program. This effort, unique in the Com- 
monwealth, provides traffic engineering services 
directly to the Town of Billerica and three other com- 
munities in the region. Funded by the participating 
communities, the program provides specialized traf- 
fic engineering services to help improve many of the 
smaller traffic problems that have become burden- 
some in light of the recent growth in the region. 
Among the Billerica traffic problems addressed 
through the program this year is the intersection of 
Boston Road and Tower Farm Road and the intersec- 
tion of Floyd Street, Pollard Street and Boston Road. 


The Commission’s ongoing transit planning con- 
tracts with the Lowell Regional Transit Authority and 
the Urban Mass Transportation Administration have 


resulted in a significant new paratransit service for 
the Town of Billerica this year. NMAC staff developed 
a dial-a-ride system using two small wheelchair lift 
equipped buses to provide trips within Billerica and 
to selected neighboring communities, including 
medical trips to Boston, under LRTA’s “Road Runner” 
system. The result is a cost effective service for the 
Town catering to the needs of its elderly, its disabled 
and Council on Aging activities. 


The Commission continues to provide assistance 
to the Lowell Regional Transit Authority in areas such 
as, obtaining Federal capital and operating funds, 
marketing to improve ridership and revenue, statistical 
monitoring and reporting, negotiations with the Mass- 
achusetts Bay Transportation Authority regarding 
North Billerica Commuter Rail Station, and direct 
assistance with projects such as Gallagher Terminal 
Expansion aimed at improving operating efficiency 
and financial viability. 


For the second year in succession, the Northern 
Middlesex Area Commission assisted Billerica in con- 
ducting a Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
Day. 


Commission staff prepared the request for pro- 
posals and assisted the Town’s Household Hazardous 
Waste Committee in selecting a qualified hazardous 
waste disposal firm. 


As always, the Commission continues to provide 
demographic information and technical assistance to 
its member communities who request such. Billerica 
residents should feel free to contact NMAC staff who 
will be glad to either answer their questions or to 
direct them to the proper source of information. 


For a more complete description of the Commis- 
sion’s activities in other member communities over 
the last year please review the Commission’s publish- 
ed Annual Report available at the Town Hall or at the 
Commission's office.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board had a very productive year in 
1988. The board not only made decisions on several 
subdivision plans and site plan special permits but 
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also took steps to improve the Zoning By-Laws and 
oversaw the development of the town’s Growth 
Management Plan, acritical component of the town’s 
master planning efforts. 


In 1988 the board regretfully said good-bye to James 
Murphy, who chose not to run for re-election due to 
other obligations. In his place the board welcomed 
Bruce Ransom beginning a three year term. In 
September, first term member Miriam Santana resign- 
ed and was replaced by Dianne Bonnell, who ran sec- 
ond in April’s election entitling her to the seat. The 
board also welcomes Dianne Bonnell. 


Subdivision activity continued to be substantial. 
The board received four preliminary subsidivion plans, 
four definitive subdivision plans with seven definitive 
subdivision plans being held over from 1987. The four 
preliminary submittals were approved, although it 
should be noted that preliminary plans are sketch 
plans and do not bind the board’s actions on the 
definitive plans which are the “final” plans. 


Of eleven active definitive plans, eight were approv- 
ed with conditions, two were held over into 1989 and 
one was withdrawn without prejudice. Approvals rep- 
resented 49 residential lots and 59 acres of industrial 
zoned land. In addition the board received two re- 
quests for modifications to previously approved sub- 
divisions. One was approved and the other was 
withdrawn without prejudice. 


The board approved 26 “Approval Not Required” 
(ANR) plans in 1988. ANR plans represent a division 
of lands into lots with the sufficient frontage and ade- 
quate access on either a public way, an approved sub- 
division street or a road in existence prior to subdivi- 
sion control exempting them from the subdivision ap- 
proval process. 


The board also received 9 site plan special permit 
requests with two held over from 1987. Of these 
eleven, five were approved with conditions, three were 
held over into 1989, two were denied and one was 
withdrawn. In general, any commercial or industrial 
proposal resulting in a building with more than 5000 
sq. ft. is required to obtain site plan special permit 
approval. 


The board also considered requests for subdivision 
bond releases, special permit approval to return to the 
Board of Appeals, Scenic Road approvals and bond 
acceptance. 


Over the last year the Planning Board introduced 
a number of amendments to the Zoning By-Laws. The 
most important change related to revisions to the 
Garden Style Apartment District regulations. 


The new provisions make it possible for apartments 
or townhouses to be located on smaller sites so as 
to encourage smaller developments which can be 
scattered throughout the town without imposing too 
great a burden on any one neighborhood. It should be 
noted before any developer builds apartments or 
townhouses he would be required to get a rezoning 
through Town Meeting. These amendments were 
some of the recommendations made in the Growth 
Management Plan’s housing component. 


The board is currently considering changes to the 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations which will act to 
provide improved standards for the construction of 
subdivisions and will help to safeguard abutting pro- 
perty owners from any adverse impacts. 


The board’s long range planning efforts centered 
on the development of the town’s Growth Manage- 
ment Plan scheduled for completion early in 1989. The 
Planning Board is currently considering several of the 
plan’s recommendations for submission to town 
meeting. The Growth Management Committee, an Ad 
Hoc committee appointed by the Planning Board, has 
been invaluable in overseeing development of the 
plan. 


The Board would like to thank Peter Kennedy, Town 
Planner for all his support and guidance this past year 
and to thank our clerk, Barbara Norman for her help 
throughout the year. 


The Planning Board wishes to especially thank 
Ralph Bacon, Town Engineer for all his help, dedica- 
tion and cooperation this past year and to thank all 
the town boards and committees for their help in the 
past.

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Billerica Ambulance Service would like to thank 
the Police Department, Fire Department, Public Works 
Department, and the Town Administration for their 
support and great assistance throughout the year. The 
service transported 938 patients to area hospitals, 
while responding to 1,541 emergencies. 


C.P.R. training has been conducted in cooperation 
with the Billerica Public Library, and we have seen 
over 300 residents trained in this crucial life-saving 
technique and are continuing this training. 
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The Emergency Medical Technicians have devel- 
oped a first responder system in conjunction with 
both the police and Fire Departments to meet as 
quickly as possible the medical needs of the com- 
munity. The emergency medical system is at the Ad- 
vanced Life Support level. There are four (4) EMT- 
Intermediates, and four (4) Paramedics employed by 
the service. We would like to be upgraded to the Para- 
medical level in the near future, which is the highest 
level of pre-hospital care that can be provided. 


The ambulance service consists of certified emer- 
gency response personnel, providing the Town of 
Billerica with emergency medical care on a twenty- 
four (24) hour a day, seven (7) day a week basis, hav- 
ing two (2) certified personnel on duty at all times and 
one permanent part-time clerk. 


The ambulance service has collected $60,167.50 
during 1988.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1988 the Department of Public Works continued 
in its efforts to be a quality service organization to the 
Town and its taxpaying public. 


Projects including sidewalking construction, road 
resurfacing and street reconstruction were under- 
taken throughout 1988. 


In early 1988, bids were opened for Contract 24, the 
expansion of the Wastewater Treatment Plant on 
Letchworth Avenue. Construction has started on the 
project and is on schedule. This expansion will bring 
treatment capacity to approximately 5.5 million 
gallons per day. 


Work began on the reconstruction of a portion of 
Allen Road and is nearly complete. Funds will be re- 
quested in the 1990 fiscal budget appropriation to 
complete the next section from Tower Farm Road to 
Baldwin Road. 


A study was undertaken under the auspices of the 
State DEQE on the issue of drinking water supply for 
the Towns of Billerica and Bedford. The study will ex- 
amine the possibility of a regional approach to water 
supply planning for the area. Results from the study 
are expected in 1989. 


Four major purchases of heavy equipment were 
made as a package. A road grader, front end loader, 
street sweeper, and backhoe were purchased under 
a bond authorization. This equipment was critically 
needed and will enhance the Department’s ability to 
respond to necessary tasks. 


Construction was completed on two major bridge 
projects. The High Street and Pond Street bridges over 
the B&M Railroad were reconstructed under a State 
ordered contract during 1988. 


The State imposed sewer connection moratorium 
continued unchanged during 1988. It is anticipated 
that the completion of the plant expansion project in 
Spring 1990 will discontinue this condition. 


| would like to thank all Department of Public Works 
personnel, including Division Heads, for their 
cooperative efforts for another year. Also, apprecia- 
tion is forwarded to all Departments, Boards, Commis- 
sions, and all other Town agencies for their continued 
cooperation.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


During the year the Engineering Division provided 
services to the Department of Public Works, other 
agencies of the Town, and the general public. 


The list of Public Works projects includes: field 
engineering during the installation of the High Street 
culvert at the Middlesex Canal, Allen Road im- 
provements, Whipple Road improvements, the design 
of a 12 inch water main on Boston Road, and the 
maintenance and repair of various facilities. 
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We provided engineering representation at Planning 
Board meetings, engineering support during plan 
review, and inspection during construction; searched 
records for information regarding the status of lot 
releases and other aspects of previously approved 
subdivisions. During this year 15 subdivisions were 
under construction, 11 projects were undergoing plan 
review and there were 17 other subdivisions that re- 
quired only occasional effort. The last category in- 
cludes projects that have been approved that were not 
started, or were almost complete. Nine projects were 
submitted to the Planning Board for site plan review. 


This was another busy year for requests for plans 
and information from the general public. There were 
more requests this year for information about lots on 
undeveloped or paper streets. We spent more time 
reviewing plans for the development of lots on these 
undeveloped streets and the inspection of the con- 
struction of the ways required for the development of 
these lots than on previous years. Since about the 
middle of 1986 the level of this kind of activity has 
been increasing and it continued throughout the year. 


The computerization of our operation continues; we 
routinely do all the subdivision bond cost estimates 
and most of our correspondence, reports, and speci- 
fications with a computer. This year we expanded in- 
to the area of drafting or drawing preparation, and 
drainage calculations. We have used the computer to 
prepare all of the new drawings required for three 
Public Works projects. The first project required more 
time than if we had done the work manually, the se- 
cond project was done in about the same amount of 
time, and on the third project our proficiency had im- 
proved to the point where we estimate that we were 
able to complete the drawings in about 75% of the 
time normally required.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Street sweeping was done in mast sections of 
Town. Many hours of sweeper time went into prepar- 
ing streets for resurfacing. Catch basins were clean- 
ed in most areas and culverts that needed attention 
were checked and cleaned. Drainage and catch basin 
repairs were made on many streets. Most drainage 
work was on hold because there was no appropria- 
tion for drainage this year. 


Patching and hottop repairs were done throughout 
Town. Streets that were patched are as follows: 
Banulis Road, Nolte Road, Kern Drive, Lake Street, and 


Concord Road. The following streets are partially com- 
plete: Charlesmere Road, Chadwick Street, Prospect 
Street, Lawrence Street , Ilford Road, Mason Avenue, 
Brentham Road, Salem Road, Fairview Avenue, 
Skyline Drive, and Darby Lane. Additional resurfacing 
is planned for Spring 1989. 


As of this date, the Highway Department has receiv- 
ed the new sweeper loader, and backhoe. 


From January 1988 to December 1988, 337 street 
name signs have been replaced. There has been over 
100 put out since, totalling over 400 signs out of the 
838 streets. Traffic control signs that were put up 
totalled 128. New and replacement of warning signs 
totalled 122. There were 250 sign posts put up. Pain- 
ting of center lines totalled 5,000 feet, crosswalks 
totalled 22, and stop and stop lines were 58. 


Winter icing from freezing rain has been a large pro- 
blem so far this season. Calls for service come from 
the Police Department, Fire Department, or the 
Department of Public Works Treatment Plant, for sand- 
ing requests. 


The use of overtime has been heavy due to paving 
contracts, sewer contracts, and sometimes due to not 
enough personnel to be able to handle the problems 
in a normal day. Once again, it is very difficult to 
manage the problems in a Town this size with a 
Department only half-staffed. Since Proposition 2%, 
the number of employees in the Division is 16, in- 
cluding Supervisors. This Division should be 32 
employees strong, to handle 828 plus streets; to main- 
tain, gravel and grade; drainage, drainage repairs, 
cleaning of catch basins, cleaning of brooks and 
Culverts, road resurfacing, road sweeping, cutting 
shoulders, patch repairs, traffic lights, signage, curb- 
ing, and guard rails. 


Clerical duties include budgets, bids, organizing 
plowing contractors, setting up routes, dispatching, 
paying bills, ordering sand, salt, and hottop, etc. 


The Division also assists the Police Department, 
Fire Department, and Civil Defense in emergecies; 
also picks up rubbish illegally discarded.

Also, Donald MacPhail for handling traffic and 
signage; David McLaughlin for taking complete 
charge of the Motor Equipment Repair Division.

SEWER DIVISION 


During 1988 the two major construction projects for 
the Sewer Division were finally started. The expansion 
and upgrading of the Wastewater Treatment Plant 
began on April 20, 1988, with a schedule completion 
date of June 28, 1990. 


The contract for this project was awarded to West- 
cott Construction Corp. of North Attleboro, Ma. The 
construction has been on schedule or slightly ahead 
of schedule in some areas. The new treatment plant 
will include three (3) new primary settling tanks, a 
preliminary treatment building, an upgrading of the 
aeration system, an upgrading of the three (8) existing 
secondary settling tanks, three (8) new secondary set- 
tling tanks, a new Administration/Garage building, a 
new compost building with an upgrading of the ex- 
isting sludge handling and pumping buildings, and an 
upgrade of the Rogers Street pumping station, anda 
second force main to the Plant. 


With the completion of the expansion and upgrad- 
ing of the Treatment Plant, the design flow will in- 
crease from 1.6 mgd to 5.5 mgd (mgd.— million gallons 
per day). 


The second project that began in 1988 was the in- 
stallation of 10 miles of gravity sewer lines and two 
new pumping stations. This project was awarded to 
Albanese Bros., Inc. of Dracut, Ma. with an official 
starting date of January 25, 1988 and scheduled com- 
pletion date of August 5, 1990. Approximately 45% of 
the system is in the ground and awaiting the final 
house connections. This project is also on schedule 
with most of the more difficult and deeper trench work 
completed. 


The Treatment Plant experienced a 13% decrease 
in influent flow from 1987. This was due to the elimina- 
tion of extraneous water to the system, ie: the sump 
pump removal program, the repair of pipes and 
manholes that were contributing excess ground water 
to the collection system, and a much drier year than 
1987. 


The average daily flow in million gallons for 1987 
was 2.522 mgd and in 1988 it was 2.196 mgd. The 
following is a monthly total flow to the plant, along 
with the monthly average and daily average.

In 1988 the Pretreatment program became fully im- 
plemental. Thirty-five (35) industries were visited and 
of the thirty-five, fifteen (15) were found to be industrial 
discharges and were issued discharge permits. Also, 
during this period, thirteen (13) violation notices were 
issued. Every permitted industry will be monitored on 
a regular basis to insure that they comply with the dis- 
charge permits. 


The Treatment Plant’s laboratory was in full com- 
pliance with all of the EPA self-monitoring programs 
involving lab testing and reporting of miscellaneous 
analytes. 


With the additions of a wet polymer (coagulant 
system to the secondary settling tanks the Treatment 
Plant has reduced its effluent solids 64% and its ef- 
fluent BOD5 66%. This has resulted in the Treatment 
Plant being in compliance with its discharge permit. 


Having a higher percentage removal of solids and 
BOD5 also results in an increase in the sludge 
disposal which is about 12%, and an increase in the 
costs for the disposal.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


Over the last twelve months, recreation programs 
and facilities in Billerica have continued to expand 
and improve as we endeavor to provide quality pro- 
grams for all of our residents from pre-schoolers to 
senior citizens. 


The major facility improvements accomplished over 
the past year include the renovation and relocation 
of the baseball, soccer and softball fields at the Locke 
School, the renovation of two basketball courts, and 
the construction of a Pop Warner practice field at the 
Lampson complex. 


Under the direction of Mr. Joseph Higgins, the 
Recreation Department not only continued to offer the 


wide variety of programs available in the past but have 
further expanded and structured their offerings in an 
effort to have trips and events that will appeal to 
everyone. Among the offerings this year were trips to 
the Ice Capades, plays, sporting events and other 
presentations in the Boston area, weekend sporting 
trips to Montreal, Philadelphia and New York, day trips 
and weekend Get-A-Ways to the coast of Maine, Atlan- 
tic City, North Conway, and Washington, D.C. New pro- 
gram offerings include a Concert on the Common, 
swimming lessons at Micozzi Beach, a Teen Center, 
ski lessons at Nashoba, an indoor soccer league, in- 
door tennis lessons and a Bodywise workout. 


The special needs program continued to provide a 
wide variety of events for exceptional children. In ad- 
dition, Mr. Higgins further expanded the program to 
include skiing, swimming and gymnastics lessons. 
The swimming and gymnastics lessons are offered in 
a new integrated format with special and non-special 
needs youth learning together. 


This past year saw the enthusiastic formation of 
a Playground Committee. Over sixty volunteers sign- 
ed up to help develop a central playground as well as 
neighborhood playgrounds for the children of the 
town. 


This past year saw the Recreation Department 
make a major commitment to ensure and improve the 
quality of coaching and instruction that is offered by 
the various youth sports leagues in town. Mr. Joe Hig- 
gins has begun making available to all interested in- 
dividuals, coaching Clinics in all sports which lead to 
certification by the National Youth Sports Coaches 
Association. Over the last twelve months, 120 coaches 
from baseball, basketball, football, soccer and soft- 
ball have completed this program and are certified by 
the NYSCA. 


An outside testimonial to the accomplishments of 
Billerica’s Recreation Department came this year 
when the chairman of the Recreation Commission 
was presented a special citation by the Massachu- 
setts Parks and Recreation Association for the many 
enhancements made to Billerica’s recreation program. 


The Recreation Commission would like to express

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps to 
finance regular fixed route bus service between 
Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail service be- 
tween the North Billerica Station and North Station 
in Boston. 


The regular fixed route bus service operates Mon- 
day through Friday with the first bus leaving Billerica 
for Lowell at 7:00 a.m. and the last bus leaving Lowell 
for Billerica at 5:15 p.m. There are five (5) round trips 
per day and two (2) one-way trips (8:45 a.m. & 5:15 p.m.) 
from downtown Lowell to Billerica. Fares are fifty (.50) 
cents within Billerica and eighty-five (.85) cents be- 
tween Lowell and Billerica. Senior citizens and the 
handicapped pay half fare. The LRTA “Passport” is 
available to Billerica residents which, for twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars, entitles the bearer to travel on all LRTA 
bus service routes and the MVRITA’s Lowell to 
Lawrence route as well. Ridership was approximate- 
ly 17,000 in 1988. 


The bus service is provided by Lolaw Transit 
Management, Inc. under contract to the LRTA. For full 
information regarding the regular bus route service, 
residents should call 452-6161. 


Commuter rail service between the North Billerica 
Station and Boston is operated by AMTRAK under 
contract to the MBTA. Twenty-one (21) round trips are 
provided on weekdays with nine (9) round trips on 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. The round trip fare 
to Bostin is four dollars and fifty cents ($4.50), two 
dollars twenty-five cents ($2.25) one way from North 
Billerica. In 1988 over 250,000 passengers were serv- 
ed to and from the North Billerica commuter rail sta- 
tion. Billerica commuters to Lowell disembark at the 
modern Charles A. Gallagher Transportation Terminal 
and may avail themselves of the convenient shuttle 
every 12 minutes to Downtown Lowell with the oppor- 
tunity for connection to all LRTA routes. For further 
information regarding commuter rail, residents may 
call 459-7101 or 1-800-392-6100. 


In addition to these services, a new transportation ser- 
vice for Billerica’s disabled residents and senior citi- 
zens began in July, 1988. This special Dial-A-Ride bus 
service, better known as Road Runner, is operated by 
the LRTA’s contractor, Leasing Systems Development 
Corporation of Lowell. Many trip purposes can be ac- 
commodated by Road Runner, including work, 
medical, shopping, social and recreational. The Road 
Runner service operates from 6:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. 
on weekdays and from 8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on Satur- 
days with a 24-hour call in advance notice needed to 
arrange trips. Service is available to Billerica residents 
over 60 years of age and individuals of any age with 
a permanent or temporary disability. One way fares 
are fifty (50¢) cents within Billerica and eighty (80¢) 
cents to Chelmsford on Mondays; to Lowell on Tues- 
days; and to Burlington on Fridays. Medical trips to 
Boston are available Tuesday through Friday and are 
open to all residents regardless of age. The one way 
fare is $2.50. Service is also provided to the Billerica 
Council on Aging’s activities and to their daily lunch 
program. 


All LRTA Road Runner vehicles are wheelchair lift- 
equipped and provide a curb to curb service. For ser- 
vice requests and further information the number to 
call is 670-5775.

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1988 was a Presidential Election year. As past per- 
formance indicated, we had the usual influx of peo- 
ple registering to vote.

12,236 Census forms were mailed the first 
week in January. We had about a 90% return of these 
forms.

“WARNING: Failure to respond to this mail- 
ing may result in removal from the voting list...” is man- 
dated by Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 55, 
Section 4 and must be included. 


Four elections were held during 1988: 
Presidential Primary held on March 8, 1988 
Town Election held on April 1, 1988 
State Election held on September 15, 1988 
Presidential Election held on 

November 8, 1988 


Due to the Jewish High Holy Day falling on the se- 
cond Tuesday in September, the Legislature voted to 
change the State Election to Thursday, September 
15th. This was the firt such change in the history of 
the Commonwealth. Thirteen registrations were held 
in 1988 prior to all elections. AS mandated by State 
Law, special voter registration sessions were held in 
each of the ten precincts as well as at Town Hall. 


John G. Conway was reappointed to a three-year 
term on the Board of Registrars by the Board of 
Selectmen. This appointment is effective April 1, 1988 
thru March 31, 1991. 


At this time, the Board of Registrars thanks Jean- 
nette Rohnstock and Lorraine Balboni, Senior Clerks, 
for their dedication and hard work in the office.

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE

The Sewer Extension Committee hereby submits its 
1988 Annual Report. 


The Sewer Extension Committee is composed of 
five (5) members, who are appointed by the Town Ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Paul F. Talbot. The members are Mr. 
John F. Gray, Jr., Chairman; Mr. Edward F. Ricarte, Vice 
Chairman; Mrs. Mary L. Jackelen, Secretary; Mr. 
Frederic H. Brown and Mr. Paul A. Odierno. 


This committee has the sole responsibility of plan- 
ning and directing all of the town’s lateral sewers. We 
are proud to report the 10 miles of lateral sewers that 
Town Meeting approved for in the Spring of 1986 was 
accepted by the State and they awarded the Town of 
Billerica 50% of the cost. The construction for these 
10 miles started in the Spring of 1988. At the end of 
1988, the contractor was approximately 47% comple- 
tion of the contract is expected to be completed in 
the Spring of 1990. These 10 miles of lateral sewers 
will be operational after the expansion of the Sewer 
Treatment Plant has been completed and tested. 


The Sewer Extension Committee held several hear- 
ings during the year of 1988. Discussion were held in 
regards to funding and future planning of the town 
sewer system. At the 1987 Spring Town Meeting the 
Town Meeting Members voted $10,000,000.00 to con- 
struct 20 miles of lateral sewers. This $10,000,000.00 
would be spent provided that it would be reduced by 
any State or Federal Grants the town would receive 
for lateral sewers. 


After some discussion the committee decided to 
submit two (2) separate Grants under the State 50/50 
Sewer Program. Each grant will consist of 10 miles 
of lateral sewers instead of submitting one (1) grant 
for 20 miles. At the present time there is no Federal 
Grant money for lateral sewers. 


The State has the 50/50 Grant Program, which the 
state will match the town share dollar for dollar toa 
maximum of $3,000,000.00. By submitting one grant 
to the state for the construction of 20 miles of lateral 
sewers, the town’s cost would be $7,000,000.00 and 
the state’s share will be $3,000,000.00 for a total cost 
of $10,000,000.00.

By the Sewer Extension Committee deciding to sub- 
mit two (2) separate 10 miles grants for lateral sewers 
under the State’s 50/50 Grant Program, the town will 
receive $5,000,000.00 and the state’s share will be 
$5,000,000.00 for a total cost of $10,000,000.00 for 20 
miles of sewer.

The Town of Billerica would save an additional 
$2,000,000.00 by submitting two (2) separate grants in- 
stead of one (1) grant to the state. The Sewer Exten- 
sion Committee would have spent $5,000,000.00 from 
the original $10,000,000.00 that was raised and ap- 
propriated by Town Meeting; thereby allowing the 
committee to use the remaining $5,000,000.00 to con- 
tinue with the planning and directing of additional 
lateral sewers for the betterment of the town. 


The most difficult task the Sewer Extension Com- 
mittee had to perform in 1988 was to select the 10 
miles out of 90 miles of streets that would be incor- 
porated into the State’s 50/50 Grant Program. Under 
the Sewer Extension Committee’s direction, the town’s 
consulting engineers, Mr. Emile Hemwey and Mr. Paul 
Berger of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, presented 
recommendations to the committee that met all of the 
requirements stated under the criteria established in 
the State’s 50/50 Grant Program and to maximum the 
number of points required for these state funds. 


Our consulting engineers incorporated the recom- 
mendations and concerns of the Department of Public 
Works and the Board of Health. As the committee also 
directed the engineers to distribute the 10 miles of 
lateral sewers to every unsewered section of town that 
has been designated with serious health problems. 
These streets were chosen based on the town’s health 
records and on-site inspections by the engineers. The 
Committee feels that it has taken care of the most 
serious areas in town. 


By distributing these 10 miles of Lateral Sewer 
throughout the town, the committee strongly believed 
that it would maximize their points under the criteria 
of the State’s 50/50 Grant Program and win approval 
for state funds. 


The Sewer Extension Committee made several 
changes to the engineers’ recommendations. The 
committee added two (2) areas that had been 
designated as having serious health problems. These 
changes were incorporated into the final 10 miles of 
lateral streets sewers Chairman John F. Gray, Jr. and 
Mr. Emile Hemwey submitted the first of the two 
grants to the state on November 30, 1988. The com- 
mittee expects the state to approve the town’s grant 
application in the spring of 1989. 


The Sewer Extension Committee wish they could 
sewer the whole Town of Billerica for all the residents. 
The main goal of the committee is to improve the 
quality of health for the residents of Billerica. 


The Sewer Extension Committee would like to ex- 
press our gratitude to our Clerk, Beth Howard, for her 
continued dedication and high level of profession- 


alism that she has demonstrated during the year. We 
would very much like to thank Mr. Richard A. Bento, 
Director of the Department of Public Works, for his 
excellent cooperation and continuous report during 
1988.

REPORT OF THE 
BILLERICA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The 1988-89 school year was a year of continued 
growth by the students and faculty of the Billerica 
Schools. There is a feeling of greater quality of educa- 
tion and higher educational expectations among 
parents, students, and teachers of the Billerica 
Community. 


The Billerica School Committee and the entire staff 
of the Billerica Schools are proud of the accomplish- 
ments of the schools. These accomplishments can be 
directly related to financial stability afforded the 
schools in recent years. The continued success of the 
schools requires financial stability. More, not less, em- 
phasis on education is necessary. More, not less, 
resources need to be allocated. 


STUDENT ENROLLMENT 


The student population of the elementary and mid- 
die schools are stable and are not declining. There are 
some very early signs of a small increase in the stu- 
dent population at the elementary schools. With the 
current school population, no school buildings can 
be closed for enrollment reasons. 


The High School will experience a small (75 
students) enrollment decline. This will result in the 
reduction of one administrative and five teaching posi- 
tions. These reductions will not adversely impact the 
educational program of the High School.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Francis McLaughlin, School Committee member 
from Burlington from 1984-1988 resigned in October 
because of a move to Florida. Mr. McLaughlin was 
twice elected secretary of the board, serving in that 
role in 1987 and 1988. The District is saddened with 
the loss of this outstanding member and pleased with 
the appointment of Ms. McNeal. 


As one of twenty-six regional vocational technical 
school districts in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, Shawsheen Valley Tech provides academic 
classes and comprehensive vocational/technical 
training for approximately twelve hundred forty secon- 
dary high school students from Bedford, Billerica, 
Burlington, Tewksbury, and Wilmington. 


The year began with a significant step for voca- 
tional technical education, when the Vocational 
Technical Reform Act passed both branches of the 
Massachusetts State Legislature and was signed by 
Governor Michael Dukakis on January 13, 1988. This 
landmark legislation, co-authored by Charles Lyons, 
Shawsheen Tech Superintendent-Director, will in- 
crease state aid to the school, reducing assessments 
to local communities, and will provide the District with 
needed equipment grants. 


Unfortunately, funds were not appropriated by the 
Legislature in FY89. Snawsheen Valley Tech continues 
to work towards this end, with Mr. Lyons having made 
a presentation to the state’s local aid force. The 
District School Committee appreciates the enthusi- 
astic support of the residents of the District to help 
with passage of this important piece of legislation. 


In June of 1988, three hundred nineteen students 
graduated, with more than ninety-seven percent either 
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acquiring jobs within their skilled professions or pur- 
suing higher education. Seniors were awarded over 75 
scholarships and awards, including four Common- 
wealth scholarships, and a Robert Byrd Scholarship. 
There are only ten Byrd Scholarship recipients in each 
Congressional District. 


Vocational Projects 


Shawsheen Valley students and the five com- 
munities again benefited from the wide variety of pro- 
jects students undertook for individuals, municipal 
and non-profit organizations. Individuals have the op- 
portunity to see the talents and dedication of our 
students and instructors; organizations not only 
receive quality work, but save thouands of taxpayer 
dollars by using school services. Students have the 
opportunity to perform real-world work for actual 
customers. 


One major undertaking for the school year was the 
house building project. Shawsheen students from 
Carpentry, Electrial, Plumbing, and Masonry, under 
the direct supervision of their individual shop instruc- 
tors, successfully constructed a split-level house in 
Bedford for Mr. and Mrs. Roger Wilson. Each year, 
since 1970, Shawsheen Valley Technical students have 
built a house within the five member towns. Interested 
residents are urged to contact the school directly to 
secure rules of eligibility. 


Students in other vocational programs contributed 
their talents to the towns in the school district in 
numerous ways. Maintenance Mechanics and 
Masonry students built four park benches for the 
Tewksbury Garden Club. Maintenance Mechanic 
students installed fourteen sliding glass doors at the 
Billerica Dog Pound, and repaired fire axes and hooks 
for the district’s fire departments. The Masonry shop 
built a brick and block electrical room to house con- 
tols for a new scoreboard at the Marshall Middle 
School in Billerica, and ceramic tiled two bathrooms 
at Burlington High School, repaired the steps for the 
VFW in Billerica, and installed two new access doors 
at the Billerica Boys Club. 


Metal Fabrication students built, repaired and ser- 
vice equipment for the five towns. For the Billerica Fire 
Department, they made Scott air pack hooks and 
heavy duty coat hangers and repaired emergency door 
openers. The Tewksbury School Department benefited 
from repaired and spruced-up desks, chairs, lockers 
and baskets. Students built hose cabinets for the Bed- 
ford forestry fire truck and welded brackets for the 
Wilmington Department of Public Works. 


The Machine Technology Department has com- 
pleted a variety of projects, services and repairs for 


the District Fire Departments, Police Departments, 
and Water Departments. 


Technical Illustrating/Commercial Art created 
covers for both the Billerica Annual Report and the 
Billerica Finance Committee Report. Students design- 
ed posters for the Billerica Health Department and the 
Wilmington Family Council Services. 


Awards to Health, Business Tech 


Health Technology students participated in the Bed- 
ford Health Fair. They demonstrated the electrocar- 
diogram, and did Heart Risk Factor Assessments on 
the participants. The Lahey Clinic affiliation was ex- 
panded to include sophomores working as Health 
Assistants on the clinical units. The seniors continued 
doing externships in the ambulatory care clinics, elec- 
trocardiography, and phlebotomy areas. 


The Health Technology Advisory Committee hsa 
been nominated for outstanding service by the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Education. The Lahey Clinic 
has been nominated for the outstanding cooperative 
employer. Nominess, representatives from the Lahey 
Clinic, St. John’s Hospital, New England Rehabilita- 
tion Hospital and other area medical facilities, along 
with staff members from the Health Technology 
Department were honored at the First Annual Awards 
Banquet for Business and Industry held recently. 


The Business Technology program at Shawsheen 
provides valuable training for students in the 
workplace. As part of the students’ preparation for the 
business world, they acted as Open House guides, 
Craft Advisory secretaries, library aides, and mailroom 
clerks. Students from this department are also respon- 
sible for the operation of the school store, which in- 
cluded management, inventory, stocking shelves and 
sales. 


The highlight of the school year was the Business 
Technology Annual Awards Assembly held in June. 
Students were cited for their skill accomplishments, 
along with honors for the many VICA (Vocational In- 
dustrial Club of America) awards they had received 
during district and state competitions. This year, 
Business Tech instructor, Linda Kane LeClair was 
honored by the presentation of The Exemplary Teacher 
of the Year Award. 


Academic Updates 


In academic areas, Shawsheen’s curriculum up- 
dates continued to insure that the needs of all our 
students were met. The school continues to offer a 
quality academic program that affords students the 
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opportuity to attend colleges and universities 
throughout the United States. In the Science program 
a new senior course, a comprehensive review of life 
science, was added, giving seniors another option to 
meet the science requirement for both high school 
graduation and college application. The science 
department is looking forward to initiating a school- 
wide science fair this year. 


The Physical Education Department welcomed Mr. 
William Ritchie back from a one year leave of absence. 
Staff members attended seminars to expand our 
school-wide fitness testing. 


In the Social Studies Department, all ninth graders 
embarked on a world geography program. A staff 
member received a Horace Mann Grant to broaden the 
curriculum for seniors, resulting in an expanded pro- 
gram in civics, appropriate for this election year. 


The Math Department and English Department ex- 
panded the curriculum to meet the needs of students 
having to satisfy the Commonwealth's Basic Skill 
Testing. Technical Math was added to Grade 12. 


Craft Advisory Committee 


Over 300 local businessmen and women continued 
to serve on the Craft Advisory Committees which over- 
see curriculum and recommend equipment needs in 
each vocational/technical area. Historically, local 
businesses have always employed at least 72 percent 
of each graduating class, with that class of Shaw- 
sheen Tech graduates earning and contributing more 
than three million dollars annually to the local 
economy. The Class of 1988 was no exception. These 
students benefited from the close cooperation of local 
business people who serve as members of the Craft 
Advisory Committees. Through this supportive rela- 
tionship, students learn not only from their instruc- 
tors, but from the expertise of these advisors, and 
receive excellent employment opportunities through 
their efforts. Upon graduation, there are approximately 
five job offers for every graduate who fulfills the cur- 
riculum requirements. 


Adult Training 


Shawsheen Tech continues to serve the needs of 
district towns through its Adult Education program 
which attracted more than 650 people this year to a 
variety of courses and career training opportunities. 


In the Health field, Shawsheen, with St. John’s 
Hospital and the Lahey Clinic, trained welfare reci- 
pients as Medical Assistants and E.K.G. Test Techni- 
cians. Lahey Clinic in Burlington provided the inter- 


training site for those wno received classroom and 
laboratory training in medical assisting at 
Shawsheen. 


Shawsheen Adult Technical Institute in collabora- 
tion with Alpha Idustries, Altron, Inc., Dynamics 
Research Corporation and Bay State Skills Corpora- 
tion funded a $100,000 dollar training program for 
adults in Elecronic Test Technician and Microwave 
Bonding programs. Thirty-two unemployed adults 
were retrained and placed in jobs through this 
offering. 


Project Space 


Shawsheen Tech continues to expand its involve- 
ment with the towns through Project S.PA.C.E., a 
gifted and talented program for students in Grades 
7-12. Students can research and develop projects in 
Environmental Technology and Robotic Electronics. 
During 88-89, S.PA.C.E. will expand to include Com- 
puter Aided Design in Drafting, Drama Workshops, 
and Microcomputer Programming. 

The major accomplishment in the data processing 
area during the past year has been the implementa- 
tion of a new financial system. This system is made 
up of a large number of programs which allows us to 
completely eliminate the manual bookkeeping 
system. Purchase orders, invoices, vendors, budgets, 
and payroll are all integrated into this system. Checks 
are cut by computer for employees and payroll ven- 
dors. A payroll history is maintained for each em- 
ployee, showing all deductions and earnings, broken 
down by each payroll period. These programs have 
saved many man hours in the financial areas as well 
as improving the availability of up-to-date information 
for management control. 


Considerable progress has been made in student 
scheduling through this new system. Future plans in- 
clude incorporating guidance information, grades, 
absentee records, biographical data, and course avail- 
ability listings.

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REPORT OF THE BILLERICA 
HOUSING PARTNERSHIP COMMITTEE 


The Billerica Housing Partnership Committee 
(BHPC) continued its heavy workload throughout the 
year, meeting in full committee about once per month 
and subcommittee meetings averaging twice per 
month. Much of the timeconsuming detailed work and 
field surveys were performed by the committee 
members on a voluntary basis in small sub-com- 
mittees ranging from two to four members. 


The Board of Selectmen had established the BHPC 
in 1987 to answer the need of creating new affordable 
housing in town and act in behalf of the Board of 
Selectmen in recommending subsidy funding to the 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership (MHP). The com- 
mittee is a member of the MHP program organized 
and supported by the Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Communities and Development. 


In 1988, the committee was composed of eleven 
members, with five alternates and two ex-officio 
members as follows: Selectman David F. Delorey, 
Jr—Chairman, Charles L. Hallenborg—Vice Chair- 
man, Alma J. Elkins—Secretary (resigned), Allan A.

As aresult of legislation of Chapter 740 Acts of 1985 
the following has transpired since February, 1986. This 
law was effective as of April 3, 1986 to be implemented 
by 10/1/86. We were fully implemented on 12/1/86, and 
as of 7/1/87 we reverted to appropriations to pay for 
bank charges. 


A. All checking accounts have been reduced to a 
zero balance, unless checking earns interest, with the 
exception of the First Bank Deferred Compensation 
accunt explained in note #8.

E. Other checking accounts in the name of the 
“Town of Billerica” are now earning money market 
rates at BayBank/Middlesex. They are the Tax Collec- 
tor’s, Town Clerk’s, Cafeteria and the Ice Rink check- 
ing. We also pay the bank charges relating to these 
accounts. Interest on these accounts are transferred 
monthly to the Treasurer’s general account. 


The banks as a whole have declined to be pro- 
gressive bidders on borrowing by Massachusetts 
municipalities, because of the implications of the 
Federal tax reform measures. Billerica is now con- 
sidered “qualifying” because we anticipate borrowing 
less than $10,000,000 in the course of a calendar year: 
Meaning banks do qualify for tax deductions on in- 
terest earned from Billerica borrowing. We have anew 
. advisory group at Shawmut. We believe this to be a 
benefit to future financial dealings involving a finan- 
Cial advisor. 


The other aspect of Chapter 740 is to fully maximize 
investments. In the past, as is currently done, we use 
the money market accounts or NOW accounts at all 
the banks that service us. The rates have been com- 
parable with CD’s and give more liquidity to existing 
funds. Rates do vary between banks and are reviewed 
monthly.

Separate accounts are being or have been set up 
at each bank supplying us with TAN’s, BAN’s or 
SAAN’s for purposes of complying with the new IRS 
arbitrage laws requiring refunds of excess interest 
earnings over loan rates in certain instances. 


Revenue sharing accounts as identified on page 1 
& 2 have been completely closed out as of 9/30/87 to 
reflect the receipt of September 1987 interest earn- 
ings. No further revenue sharing grants are an- 
ticipated.

As of 12/1/87 Billerica’s bond rating was increased 
from an A to A1. With the increased rating and an AAA 
on our issue of $8,050,000 12/15/87 using MBIA in- 
surance, we realized a better long term rate of 6.45%.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS SERVICES 


The following is the annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Veterans’ Services for Fiscal Year 1988-89. 


The office once again has been very active in seek- 
ing VA disability or pension monies. We have had 26 
approved VA cases with a dollar value of $135,590.70. 
$72,039. in retroactive monies and $600.00 in burial 
claims. At the present time we have 10 cases pending 
with the Veterans Administration. 


| have met with Directors and medical staff in ob- 
taining in-patient and out-patient treatment for 
veterans. | also have met with the Directors of the 
Chelsea and Holyoke Soldiers Home about permanent 
placement in their domicile care facilities. 


Our office case load since July has been very con- 
sistent with 33 active cases, providing financial and 
medical assistance to those eligible veterans or 
dependents of veterans. 


Once again | was involved in a State funded retrain- 
ing program and presently have one veteran enrolled, 
this program will end in June and with the hopes that 
the veteran will be re-employed. 


As Vice President of the State Association and 
President of the County Association | represented the 
Town as a guest of the Governor at the Hall of Flags 
ceremonies for the Korean War and Veterans Day. | 
also have attended meetings with State and local of- 
ficialS on veterans affairs and legislation. Our office 
was successful in receiving a State grant in the 
amount of $1,450.00 for the refurbishing of all the 
monuments in the Common and 4 memorial plaques 
located in the several cemeteries within the Town. 


Due to cutbacks in the Emergency Energy program 
this year the program did not begin until November 
1, 1988. For the first time they mailed out applications 
to those who are on a fixed income, which for some 
was confusing and we assisted them via the phone 
or home visits. As of December 19, 1988 we have pro- 
cessed 240 fuel applications and have 10 applications 
pending. Completed applications represents $162,000 
in benefits that we have paid out to their fuel vendors. 


Our office was involved with the National Boy Scout 
Food Drive to provide for the needy of the Town. We 
were able to provide food baskets for 150 families over

the holiday season. We were also able to provide ad- 
ditional help for 67 families with gift certificates and 
food baskets provided by VFW Solomon Post #8819, 
their Ladies Auxiliary, Saint Anne’s Episcopal Church 
North Billerica and with the help of the children and 
staff from the Locke Junior High School we were able 
to provide Christmas toys for four families. We great- 
fully acknowledge their assistance over the past holi- 
day season. 


The Congress of The United States this past year 
passed a law providing medals to POW’s of all wars. 
| was honored in presenting at our Fall Town Meeting 
four POW medals to the following recipients: James 
Hamilton, Norman Boutwell (deceased), Conrad Rock 
and Charles Duffy. This was all made possible with 
the assistance of Town Moderator William Greene, 
VFW Solomon Post #8819, VFW Wm. Eggo Post #268, 
American Legion, DAV Post #47, R.OT.C. under the 
direction of Sgt. Wm. Bradley and the Billerica Choral 
Group, directed by Mrs. Robinson. 


Due to the make-up of our department, which 
delivers social and economic benefits, we have had 
many inquiries and referrals either by veterans, non 
veterans and other agencies requesting our 
assistance and in most cases we were able to either 
assist them ourselves or refer them to the proper 
agency.

WEIGHTS & MEASURES DEPARTMENT 


Ten years ago (1978) a total of 186 weighing and 
measuring devices were tested and sealed. This past 
year (1988) a total of 386 devices were tested and seal- 
ed. (See table below.) A 117% increase in ten years. 
The total number of diesel and gasoline pumps tested 
and sealed (191) in 1988 were more than all the devices 
tested and sealed in 1978. This shows how the Town 
of Billerica is growing. 


Ten years ago there were only two major service sta- 
tions in Billerica that were self-service. Today there are 
few that are not. The reason, one attendant can han- 


dle as many as twenty-four pumps. Gasoline service ~ 


stations represent the largest increase in the type of - 


measuring devices annually tested and sealed. These 


devices also represent a very direct impact on the tax- ; 
payers pocketbook. Inaccurate weighing and measur- |

ing devices cost consumers thousands of dollars an- 
nually if not detected and corrected. For instance, a 
one percent error in gasoline meters would cost, at 
one dollar a gallon, every man, woman and child in 
Billerica $4.80 per year. A town the size of Billerica 
would pay in excess of $140,000. for each one percent 
error. Errors do multiply. This fact will show you the 
importance of the Weights & Measures Department.
